Curb Anti-U.S. Mob* 
TOKYO (UPI) — Thousands of 
leftist 
demonstrators 
smashed 
through a police barricade and 
stormed the Japanese Diet (par­ 
liament! today in protest against 
revision of the United States-Ja- 
pan security treaty. 
Unofficial reports indicated at 
least 416 persons injured. Police 
indicated at least 3 policemen and 
an undisclosed number of demon­ 
strators were hospitalized. 
AN ESTIMATED 8 000 to 7.000 
demonstrators formed a human 
wedge to drive through the police 
barricade and smash down a por­ 
tion of a huge steel gate around 
the Diet compound. 
The opposition Socialist party, 
which has been bitterly opposing 
the treaty revision, issued a state­ 
ment expressing "regret" that the 
demonstrators had entered the 
Diet compound. 
POLICE FINALLY battled the 
mob back and by early evening 
it had dwindled to about 2.000 
milling around the edge of the 
compound. 
Most of those remaining were 
students who continued to sing 
and shout slogans opposing treaty 
revision. 
The Tokyo demonstration waa 
one of a series of nationwide ral­ 
lies staged by the Communist- 
tinged General Council of Japan 
Trade Unions to protest the newt 
treaty. 
SOHYO SAID HALF a million 
Undents and unionist* were on the 
march in Tokyo, Osaka and 650 
other places in Japan. The police, 
however, put the figure at 125.000. 
A new security treaty, reaffirm­ 
ing America's right to station 
troops here but giving Japan 
greater voice in their disposition, 
is expected to be signed in mid- 
January to form the cornerstone 
of the relationship between the 
tw on al ions. 
In Tokyo, 25,000 demonstrator», 
wearing headbands and carrying 
brilliant red-and-white banners de­ 
nouncing the new treaty as a plot 
concocted by "imperialists" and 
"Japanese militarists" marched 
toward the gatee of the Diet 
building.

rich, production-possible arc that 
runs from the northern islands 
of Japan to the Anglo-Saxon bas­ 
tions in Australia and New Zea­ 
land can be made to hold back 
Red China on the Pacific front. 
The project, of course, needs 
American approval and sponsor­ 
ship — but it needs rather less 
American money and manpower 
than m ore of the sam e. In Asia, 
as in Europe, it almost comes 
down to undoing the follies of 
World W ar II, by restoring Ja ­ 
pan and G ennady as the dom­ 
inant powers.

After we cast out the creeps 
and gangsters from our socie- 
f ties, we will see much more 
clearly to write freedom-loving 
mottos for the schoolroom wall.

TRUTHS EVIDENT 
IN ROSE TATTOO' 


By GEORGE LAINE 
There are a great m any truths 
—m orals, if you must—jam m ed 
into the nearly two hour running 
time of "The Rose Tattoo,” the 
Tennessee Williams "play 
which 
opened Wednesday and which will 
be featured each Thursday, F ri­ 
day and Saturday (until further 
notice) in El Paseo Theater. 
The PlayerStage troupe of 18 
players sometióles belabors, some­ 
times glosses these truths — but 
largely they bring a sudden and 
quite 
believable 
import to the 
tale. 


THE USE OF THE word "tale” 
doesn't mean that "Rose Tattoo" 
is a work impossible of reasoning 
belief. It is improbable, however, 
and therefore sets forth a task so 
Herculean for a cast as to almost 
deny its fulfillment forthwith. 
And H is thus to the credit of 
the PlayerStagers that the work 
jells as nearly as it does. 
Directed by Martin Beck—with 
some husky and notable assistance 
from Bill Milner—the “Tattoo" is 
a strange and unusual story of a 
woman’s predilection for her dead 
husband. An awkward situation, 
the play thus m akes somé severe’ 
and continuous demands on its 
players in the interest of general 
believability. 


V E R K I N A BECK, Marianne 
Roberts. Mike Tomack and Beck 
himself turn in good to excellent 
performances — depending wholly 
on the portion of the play and the 
caliber of support with which they 
find themselves. 
In fact. Miss Roberts finds her­ 
self in a very precarious position. 
Haring 
now delivered 
excellent 
and understanding performances 
in "Visitor to a Small Planet” and 
"Mooney’s Kid Don’t Cry," she 
must now at least equal those 
works. On Wednesday night, she 
did better. She surpassed those 
previous efforts and served notice 
that she will be one of Southern 
California’s actresses to watch in 
ensuing months. 
Beck's work 
appeared overall 
good although the fire demonsirat-

ing in his. Tomack appeared much 
more relaxed than in bis "Small 
Planet" work. 


THERE 
ARE 
SOME 
several 
facets of the play, however, that 
seem to work negatively on the 
total result. 
One would have to be the almost 
absurd length of the work. An 
hour end 50 minutes of actual 
running time is most too long for 
all drama save some of the more 
overwhelmingly important Shake­ 
spearean plays. 
And, too there is the m atter of 
a sharp dropoff in quality of per­ 
formance, of sincerity of effort 
once having bypassed the four 
major roles. 


EVEN THE BRASSY pair of 
women overdid their roles and 
they were the best of the support. 
The three housewives left much 
to be desired and it is the per­ 
sonal opinion of this viewer that 
the children could have been omit­ 
ted from the PlayerStage effort to 
provide nothing but the benefit 
of the play. 
Speaking of cuts, the frightfully 
long first act would have also 
profited by "adaptation" to the 
local need. 
It is not simply beneficial to 
seek out and make these cuts, it 
is the bounden responsibility of 
the director to cut—with prudence 
and judgment— those segments of 
any play that seem to slow, to 
divert from the main purpose he 
is striving toward. 


ON WEDNESDAY, we saw the 
initial «^fort on .the part of the 
PlayerStage troupe. They deliver­ 
ed a sometimes even sensitive— 
performance. 
In fact, a lot of shows have 
opened out of town with not near­ 
ly the finesse and polish demon­ 
strated in "The Rose Tattoo."

Advice Given 
On Grass Care 


When 
M r. 
A m ateur 
G ardiner 
has com pleted «11 the heavy work 
in prep arin g w here he visualises 
a 
law n 
ol 
verdant green, 
has 
fertilised the soil, carefully and 
evenly spread the seed, irrigated 
•with a very fine sp ray m orning 
and evening, gloated each day at 
th e ripidity 
of its growth, 
and 
eventually finds th at mowing tim e 
h a* com e around. 
He oils the m ow er and goes to 
worit. The first cut is very im ­ 
portant: 
the 
first 
growth 
is 
n atu rally tender, the roots have 
not yet attained full length and 
a re not yet firm ly gripped by the 
noil: so he m akes sure the blades 
• r e sh arp enough to m ake a clean 
cu t and, as he goes along, none 
of the ten d er 
stalks 
are 
pulled 
out. 


A FT ER ABOUT three weeks of 
w atching the growth blank patches 
m ight still be there, caused prob­ 
ably by occassional slips on the 
p art of the sower. W hen this oc­ 
cu rs lightly scrape the blank su r­ 
face. spread seed and cover light­ 
ly with peatm oss or a m ixture of 
peatm oss and steer m anure. 
The advantage of rye seed on 
the desert is—especially in the de­ 
lightful. sunny days we are en­ 
joying—the growth is m ore rapid 
than other ground covers such as

WHEN BEDDING any plant hi 
our sandy soil it is wise to look

builders a re so busy. This fact is 
supported by h orticulturalists who 
have tested our desert san d , so 
keep this in mind and give each 
plant the fertiliser your nu rsery ­ 
man suggests. As exam ples. Citrus 
Trees use sulphate of Am m onia 
with an occasional 11-8-4 m ixture.

IN CONTRAST TO this idea we

gainvillea thrives 
on

growths. L eaf hopper, red spider 
mites, and especially aphids a re 
the most prevalent sucking pests;

D irector Norman M. Lyon of the 
Los Angeles

that effective

fram ing lum ber used in housing 
built under FHA inspection will 
have to be grade-m arked. 
FHA Commissioner Z im m erm an 
revealed this change at a con­ 
vention of the

land, Ohio. 


ZIMMERMAN said th at grade- 
m arking already is being used on 
a m andatory basis in 12 of FHA's 
75 insuring offices, but that it now 
is being m ade m andatory nation­ 
wide through a revision of the 
M inimum Property Standards. 
"AH softwood fram ing 
lum ber 
going 
into houses with 
FHA-in­ 
sured m ortgages after next April 
1, will have to be identified by 
the grade m ark of an association 
or independent inspection agency 
qualified to grade-m ark the spe­ 
cies,” the commissioner said. 


PARTICULAR grades of fram ­ 
ing a re required by the M PS's, but

F u rth er decline in m an u factu r­ 


ing em ploym ent and hom e build­ 
ing occurred in O ctober as the 


downward adjustm ent of business 
activity in the R iverside-San B er­ 
nardino M etropolitan 
A rea 
con­ 
tinues, according to the R esearch 
D epartm ent of Security F irst N a­ 
tional 
B ank's 
Citizens 
Division. 


R estraining factors, as w ith the 
previous m onth’s business decline, 
appeared to be the steel strike 
and the general tightness of credit. 
These restraining factors also af­ 
fected the other tw elve counties 
com prising the southern half of 
California. 


"TH E BANK INDEX of busi­ 
ness activity, which m easures the 
m ajor a reas of business activity 
within the 14 Southern C alifornia 
counties, showed a decline to 207.3 
(p relim in ary ). This is 4 9 p er cent 
below the peak recorded in July, 
but 7.7 p er cent above O ctober of 
last year. N early all com ponents 
of this B ank's index registered a 
drop." Ronald P atton, R esearch 
M anager. Citizens Division said. 


Building 
activity 
in 
R iverside 
County showed a further drop in 
O ctober from the record alt-tim e 
high reached in M arch and April 
of this y ear. Valuation of building 
perm its issued in the county dur­ 
ing the m onth totalled *7.584.300, 
o r 10 p er cent less than the pre­ 
ceding m onth and 45 p er cent less 
than the M arch am ount. However, 
this total for 1959 to date is *105,- 
346.473 versus *98.564,886 for the 
entire tw elve months of 1958. 


HOME BUILDING a c t i v i t y , 
which is included in the above to­ 
tal valuations, reacted m uch the 
sam e.
